BABYLON GAVE a 
STORY 10 THR JEWS 


Pre-Semitic. Account at” Flood 
and Apple Found in Nippur Tab- 
lets Now at Philadelphia. 


TRANSLATED 1 AT OXFORD 


Dr. Langdon Finds It Makes Noah |, 
“Not Only Survivor of the Flood, 
but Eater of the Apple.

LONDON, Wednesday, June 24,— 
The ‘Times announcés ‘that a discov- 
ery ‘of, the utmost importance in Bib- 
Heal archaeology vhas just been’ made 
by “Dr. Langdon, Professor of As- 
syridlogy “at Jesus College? Oxford, 
who has found among the early 
Babylonian tablets. disinterred at Nip- 
pur @ pre-Semitic account of the Del- 
uge. It is described as “clearly the 
original of that :preserved in the Book 
of Genesis.” 

The same tablet contains. a refer- 
ence to the Fall of Man, brought about 
by. his eating a certain fruit.. This is 
the first reference to the Fall found 
in Babylonian literature. 

, The tablet came from an early. libra- 
ry,at Nippur, and is now, with a num- 
ber of-others, in the museum -of the 
University | of Pennsylvania at Phila- 
delphia.. Last October Dr: Langdon 
visited the museum and copied the in- 
scriptions on about fifty tablets of the 
Nippur collection. 

One of these tablets is engraved 
with a. Hymn tod Nimtud, who in the 
Babylonian legend is the creatress of 
man. The hymn contains the Baby- 
fonian version of ‘the Flood; and, in 
contrast with’ the famous ‘‘ Chaldean 
account of the Deluge ” discov ered by 
George Smith in 1872, agrees with 
the: Biblical account in. naming’ a 
patriarch, who saved the world from 
a catastrophe by reason of his piety. 

It further agrees. with the Biblical 
narrative in making him a gardefier 
or agriculturist and in the duration of 
nine months assigned to the ‘flood. 
The name of the patriarch is given as 
Tagtog—the Semitic “‘ Nuhu.” 

It is related that after the flood Noah 
became “like the gods,”. which is ‘in- 
terpreted to: mean that:he, received thé 
sift’ of extraordinary longevity.

PENZANCE, June 23.—Still another 
wreck of a large liner in the foe which 
has been prevailing on -the .Efiglish 
Coast for several days caused much 
anxiety and excitement in this neigh- 
borhood this evening. 

Late in the afternoon news came 
from. .Bishop’s Rock Lighthouse, off 
Land’s .End, that. the. Berlgian Red 
Star liner. Gothland,: of - 7,600 < tons, 
bound from Montreal to Rotterdam, 
had struck on the ugly Gunner ‘Rocks, 
near the Scilly Isles, ‘in the dénse ‘mist. 

From the neighborhood of. the Liz- 
ard the steamers Ascanius and Monte- 
zuma -went to the liner’s -assistance. 
Almost ‘simultaneously a message from 
the.

SPANISH CONSUL THREATENED. 


Mexico City Hears ‘That. Tampico 
Rebels Ordered His. Arrest.

U.S. NEGOTIATING WITH VILLA? 


Washington . Has Persistent Report 
-Fhat He Will Accept. Mediation. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—Reports 
were revived here today that the United 
States. was preparing to negotiate with 
Villa in preference to Carranza. 

It has been reported that Villa in- 
formed George C. Carothers, the Amer- 
ican .Consular Agent, on June 15 that 
he would: accept the results of the. ms- 
diation conference, whether Carranza 
agreed to them or not. Villa, the re- 
port . stated, expréssed the view that 
such a course would be desirable in view 
of the peculiar temperament of the 
Mexican people and the ambitions of 








Carranza. He said Mexico had séen| 


enough suffering. and that he was ready 
to accent terms. that would lead to 
peace with honor, particularly bécause 
of-the threatening possibility of inter- 
vention. 


Secretary Bryan, when asked about 
this tonight, smiled and said:

The Mayor called it “@ pretty theory,” 
which the lack of sufficient morality 
in American political life made remote- 
ly possible of adoption. Mr. Wana- 
maker said that he believed in Govern- 
ment ownership “absolutely,” . and 
thought that its adoption in the case of 
the railroads would mean a settlement 
of their difficulties. 

Mr. Wanamaker. criticised John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr.,. for his.action in re- 
gard to the Colorado strike, saying: 

“] think that John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr:, made a very great mistake when 
he placed President Wilson in a@ posi- 
tion Where he had to send troops to 
settle industrial troubles. The Govern- 
ment should never have to settle such 
troubles.”

ART. OF TREATY MAKING. 

Discussion of the two treaties now 
before the’ Senate indicates that 
treaty making is an. art to.which our 
latter-day diplomatists would’ do “well 
to ‘devote more’ study: "The folly’ of 
paying to Nicaragua» the sum of 
‘$3,000,000 for the perpetual right to 
build a canal from” ocean to ocean 
across. its territory, while-exacting no 
such concession from Colombia, seems 
obvious * now that the nation’s atten- 
tion -has’ been called to the oversight. 
Probably the proposed treaty with Co- 
lombia might easily be amended so as 
to correct that one grave error, but 
the objections to the treaty expressed 
in all parts of this country indicate 
that any action upon it at this time is 
unlikely.

ATHLETICS FOR AFTER LIFE.” 

What. can the muscled football or 
crew man do, when he quits college, 
to keep himself in trim? Confined to 
offices, his big heart grows fat and 
flabhy, weight increases, and death 
comes early, unless he becomes ex- 
pert in some sport that is played out- 
side of college, The National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association finds that 
tennis and golf, swimming, “ hikes,” 
social dancing, and bowling are be- 
ginning to be valued in the larger col- 
leges, because the entire student body 
can Participate in them and they May 
be continued in after life. 

Some 65 percent, of the institutions 
of higher learning afford the ‘inex- 
pensive equipment of tennis courts; 
58 per cent. encourage the sports of 
baseball, handball, volley ball, tennis 
and golf; 5 per cent.. make swimming 
compulsory; 5. per cent. instruct in 
hiking,” -and two colleges,. includ- 
ing Yale, teach dancing.. Out of 143 
colleges. reporting, there aré still 
fifty-three, or over one-third, which 
do not encourage the forms: of sport 
that will last beyond commencement. 
Among 111,000 students only one-half 
engage in. systematized sports. ‘The 
money spent on athletics by these col- 
leges amounts to over $1,000,000 an- 
nually;; but the average student. gets 
less than a seventh of this to support 
the forms of physical activity that are 
most abiding.

“MODERATE SPEED” IN FOGS. 


The Federal law for preventing col-} 


lisions at sea reads: 


Every vessel shall, ‘in a fog, mist, 
falling. snow, or heavy. rainstorms, gO 
at moderate speed, having careful re- 
gard tb the existing circumstances and 
conditions. 


But what is a soon’ definition of 
“moderate 
speed”? “The moderate speed of a 
fast steamship might exceed the uf- 
most spéed of a slower boat. The rule 
is formed to prevent collisions, an 

Captain, Commandant. BarTHOLF of 
the Division of Revenue Cutter Sery- 
ice proposes that: it be ‘amended as 
follows: 


Ina tox, mist, falling snow or heavy 
rainstorms, no vessel shall proceed at 
‘greater’ speed than will permit her be- 

ing stopped within the range of vis- 
ibility ahead of the ship, having care- 
ful regard to the existing circum- 
stances and conditions. 


That would be better. No matter 
how long.or short the vessel, or how 
many knots. its regular speed, she 
must go so slow in thick weather 
that she can stop within the space her 
Captain can see ahead; and if he can- 
not see beyond the bow, he should 
halt the boat: There is warrant in 
the decisions of the courts for the 
enactment of this definition.

It is, of course, a mistake to ascribe 
to imprisoned animats lall-the’ émotions' a 
man would have in like confinement; 
probably many of them are happier 
than when: surrounded by the terrors 
and dangers which make their ‘* natu- 
ral’’ lives. a fierce; and in the end a 
losing, battle for existence; but others 
remain obviously unhappy as long as 
they are deprived of freedom. The ele- 
phant is‘an animal that usually submits 
docilely enough to domestication, but 
Gunda is one of the.not rare exceptions, 
and one does not have to be unduly sen- 
timental to believe that he suffers con- 
stantly and severely as he stands there 
month after month, with a restless 
swaying of his huge body as the only 
relief from immobility.

AN UNPROFITABLE TRADE. 


After Eight Years Journeyman 
Finds His Experience Worthtiess. |. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Having heard that THe Timms is always 
willing to give advice, I take the liberty ‘of 
writing this letter, I am a young man, 24 
years old, and a~ public school graduate. 
¢When I left. school I had a chance ‘to learn 
the sterling silver spoonmaking trade. Every 
one I consulted said.a trade was a fine thing, 
as jt. would be something to fall back on. 
So I. took it up. . After serving. my four 
years’ apprenticeship (at very small wages) 
and becoming a journeyman the work began 
to get very slack, and it was seldom .we had 
steady work. When we did work it was 
piece work or by thé hour. In all I stayed 
with this concern eight years, when they 
did away with my department. I have tried 
to get work for the last two months without 
‘success. If I want to follow my trade there 
8 only one company in New York City that 
makes spoons, and they aré very unsteady. 
I have tried all the silver comiparies up 
through Massachusetts and Connecticut, and 
if they are not slack they pay such small 
Wages it wouldn’t be worth while. leaving 
home, I have tried to get into other lines of 
work, Wut in most all cases they ask: ‘* What 
experience have you had?’ As my experience 
has been limited to the silver business, it is 
hard. I,am ambitious and willing to ‘work 
hard providing I can get a‘start and the posi- 
tion would be permanent,” I -am the eldest 
of a family of eight, who depend on me, and 
it has come to a time when I must get a 
positién and get it quick: I am willing to 
start for $14 or $15, have excellent references, 
use’ neither liquor nor tobacco, and belong 
to the Methodist Church. 

Three. years ago I'took the Post Office ex 
amination in Mt, Vernon and passed, but the 
appointments are very slow here. I also tried

West’s Great Harvest Also Factor 
in Preventing Further Shipments, 
Mint Director Roberts Says. 





Special to The New York Times, . 

' WASHINGTON, June 23.—Treasury of- 
ficials regard the drain of gold to Bu- 
rope as having come practically to an 
end.. They think the payment of Amer- 
fcan railway bonds caused the outflow 
in the first place and not foreign dis- 
trust of American industries. 

Visitors at the Treasury Department 
hear no other talk. Secretary McAdoo, 
United States Treasurer Burke, Con- 
troller of the Currency Williams, and 
Director of the Mint Roberts have all 
spoken within the last few day8:in the 
strongest terms of the healthy financial 
condition of the business of the country. 


The decline of the exchange rate has 
deprived the export of gold of profit, and 
.it.is now believed that heavy shipments 
will cease. “The Treasury expects a 
further drop in the rate of exchange. 

'‘*'Phe splendid harvest in e West,’’ 
said Director of the Mint rge BE. 

‘* will be a powerful fac- 
tor in preventing further’ shipments of 
gold to Europe. Exportation is bound to 
cease when the grain crop moves from 
this country to Europe. hey have al- 
ready begun to buy large amounts of 
American wheat, although the grain has 
not yet been harvested and the yield is 
not en a matter of absolute certainty. 

But all our reports from the grain- 
producing regions are’ very promising, 
and if enough labor can be. obtained to 
meet demands, there will be.no question 
that the tide of trade will turn in our fa- 
favor and the balance be a very large 
one, 

** Financebills are issued in New York 
in advance payment for grain bought at 
this time in advance of the harvest. 
They are virtually loans and will act as 
a check on the flow. of gold abroad. It 
is also to be noted that the season for 
heavy imports into the United States 
has passed, and this will change the fig- 
ures very decidedly. This, with the ex- 
port of grain, will make a big showing 
for our foreign trade. 

“There are now, I see, fifteen ships 


-under:-charter in. New York:to carry 


“grain cargoes over as soon as they can 


get them, and the grain exporters are 
seeking for more steamers to carry the 
large crops. These charters are for 
July and August sailings. . This will ac- 
commodate a oe of’ the early Southern 
harvest. The Western crop will go later. 
This means. that the flow of gold will 
not only cease now, but the balance will 
continue in our favor for several months 
at least.’’ 

No more shipments of gold to the Sub- 
Treasury in New York are being made. 
The United States Treasurer, Mr. Burke, 
declined .to say just how much gold had 
been moved to. New York, but. said the 
amount was enough to meet the demand. 
The Government now has on hand $1,- 
097,786,869 of gold, and could meet any 
conceivable, demand from any quarter,
